•'  LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 

The  New  Bedford  Sunday  Standard -Times  of  August  5  states  as  follows: 

"Staple  cotton  markets  continued  relatively  quiet  during  the  past  week, 
though  scattered  demand  for  certain  types  led  to  spasmodic  trading,  some- 
times at  slightly  easier  price  levels  but  usually  at  approximately  the 
same  price  levels  as  prevailed  a  week  ago. 

"While  cloth  markets  during  the  past  week  or  ten  days  have  not  been  very 
active,  it  is  now  becoming  known  that  the  buying  flurry  the  middle  of  the 
month  yielded  more  business  to  New  England  mills  than  was  generally  known, 
and  raw  material  covering  operations  have  been  going  on  in  a  leisurely  way,

"Cotton"  of  Manchester,  issue  of  July  21,  1954,  contains  the  following 
dispatch  from  the  Societe  Cotonniere  d'Egypte,  of  Alexandria,  dated 
July  14:- 

The  leafworm  attack  continues  to  be  very  serious  and  the 
majority  of  Delta  provinces  are  affected.     The  situation  is 
reported  to  be  grave  in  Northern  districts,  especially  in  Sakel 
areas.     The  leaf  worm  has  been  active  also  in  a  few  localities  in 
Upper  Egypt  but  no  apprehension  exists  there.     The  Government  has 
taken  the  initiative  to  combat  the  pest  this  year,  but  apparently 
what  has  been  done  so  far  proved  insufficient. 

Meanwhile  weather  conditions  continue  favourable,  but  the 
farming  community  is  chiefly  concerned  with  actual  insect  depre- 
dations .

Temperatures  have  been  above  normal  during  the  Treek,  T?hich  has 
been  favourable  in  the  North  Delta  as  checking  the  increase  of  the 
leaf  T;orm;  re-infection  by  the  eggs  of  this  pest  has  occurred  in 
previously  affected  districts,  but  so  far  the  attack  is  apparently 
light.     Cooler  weather  '.vould  have  been  preferable  in  the  South  and 
Central  Delta  -here  the  crop  is  about  10  or  15  days  early.
